Fred Bever, held in .¡ail upon de- 
fault of $20,000 bond 
for assault 
and battery with intent to kill failed 
iii an effort today in court to obtain 
;; change of venue from the comity, 
when a motion was filed, and over­ 
ruled by Judge Sparks. 
The ease against tin1 prisoner is 
set for trial 
next Monday, 
and a 
special venire will he 
summoned. 
The motion 
was 
filed hv 
Samuel 
Johnson, an attorney of Anderson, 
and it set out the fact that the pris 
oner could not receive a fair trial 
in this county, due to prejudice. 


In criminal eases, the m atter of 
granting a change of venue from the 
county, is optional with tin* court. 


The prisoner a few weeks ago a p ­ 
peared in court and stated that lie 
was without funds to employ an a t ­ 
torney, and Judge Sparks forthwith 
“ordered the county attorney to defend 
him. 
Since then, the defendant has 
m ade negotiations with the attorney 
from Anderson, who will represent 
him in the matter. 
The prisoner is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
wife, Hazel Bever, and her father, 
John P. Steeh, at their home in this 
city a few weeks ago. 


Judge John R. Hinshaw of New­ 
castle has been selected as flip trial 
judge in the state ease against Bert 
Osborne, charged with a liquor law 
violation, and 
which was to 
have 
si art ed today. 
A change of judge 
was granted, and the state struck otf 
Jud ge <Yaig of Greensburg and tin* 
defense struck off Judge Miller of 
Franklin, leaving the appointment 
to tlie Newcastle jurist, who will set 
the case for trial. 
*Se\ oral minor court actions were 
filed Tuesday in the circuit 
court, 
being suits on accounts and notes. 
One action was a divorce suit ven- 
ued here from Fayette county. 
Forest L. Shotwell, an accountant 
with the firm of Stalter and Mulli­ 
gan, who has been working in this 
city for sometime, 
has 
filed 
suit 
against the firm, seeking 
to ,-olle t 
$400 alleged to he due him for sal­ 
ary. A writ in attachm ent was also 
issued on property owned by the de­ 
fendants, in order to justify 
the 
payment of the claim.

in 
the action seeking a divorce, and in­ 
volving residents of Fayette county, 
who sought, a change o f venue from 
that county.

The Rushville National Bank has 
filed suit against Oliver C.

shows, 131 
having left the county 
and 129 having been received. Three 
children 
were 
withdrawn 
from 
school and sent 
to work 
through 
cases of necessity, the report shows. 
None 
was withdrawn from school 
illegally. 
One, hundred and forty-four chil­ 
dren were kept at home during the 
period for the following 
reasons: 
By paren ts through tem porary ne­ 
cessity, 1: by paren ts’ neglect, 13; 
by poverty, 28; by sickness, 73: by 
truancy, 7. There were four truants 
unknown to parents, tlx* report dis­ 
closes. One 
hundred 
and 
twelve 
children were returned to school by 
flic attendance officer and 45 p a r­ 
ents were dealt with. 
There were 17 parents warned r e ­ 
garding the school 
attendance law 
and one case was taken before 
the 
juvenile court. 
Fifteen cases were 
helped by the associated charities. 
The report shows 2>) children found 
to he physically unfit and i mentally 
unfit. 
The attendance (Vfficer had appli­ 
cations for 12 labor permits during 
the period and made 139 
calls 
to

B u t consider this: He still insists 
on being the judge.

who cannot compete with the 
tax- 
free government 
owned 
printing 
plant which prints and sells return- 
addressed stam ped envelopes. There 
is much agitation to discontinue this 
abuse lmt a t the same time we 
see 
the country Hooded 
with 
political 
p ro p a g an d a to launch the 
govern­ 
ment in other branches of industry. 
All sui'h proposals arc c o n tra ry 
to 
the true spirit of our constitution. 
The fundamental point the A m er­ 
ican people must consider 
is not so 
m uch whether they w ant public ow n­ 
ership of some pa rtic u la r industry, 
but whether or not 
they want 
to 
change our entire form of 
govern­ 
ment, the cardinal principle of which 
is a recognition of the right to 
p ri­ 
vate property and tin* development 
of private enterprise under g overn­ 
ment protection, to a system 
w hich 
does not recognize the right to pri­ 
vate property and which would have 
the government step in an d take over 
the 
various 
business 
enterprises 
which heretofore private 
citizens 
have had a right to operate. 


S enator Ja m e s E. W atson came to 
the defense of the M cX arv-Ilaugen 
hill, price-stablization m easure f a v ­ 
ored by farm ers' organizations, in 
the senate. He said it was 
f u n d a ­ 
mentally right ami th a t it would 
do 
for agriculture what the federal re­ 
serve system lias done for 
hanking, 
what the tra n sp o rta tio n 
act 
has 
done for railroads and what 
the 
eight-hour day has done fo r 
labor. 
He reasoned that labor and industry 
had been aided by 
legislation 
and 
that the farm er was entitled to leg­ 
islative assistance. 
Some 
disagree 
with this view, but it must be 
r e ­ 
membered that there w a s also great 
opposition to the laws cited by 
tin* 
Indiana se n a to r 
when 
tho\ 
were 
I »assed.
